Furnish and instell # 16 section eye radiator in the 
plece of the rediator which was removed, inclose the new radiator 
with a gelvanized iron casing,this casing to be lined with asbestos 
mill board. leave proper openinge in the casing for connecting 
registers, 

Furnish four brase grilis for setting in the front and 
top of casing, 

We propose to furnish lebor and material to perform the 
above work in the best manner for the sum of One Hundred and Nineteen 
Dollars ($119, ) 

A cabinet work enclosure is to be built around the gal- 
venised iron casing , amd we understand that this cabinet work will 
be done by another contractor without expense to ue,
